HORROR AT TURNERS FALLS 


A MOSt IS HVE WIRES OS A 


CYMMASUM ROOF KILLS 


HIMSELF AND NEARLY

CMA ELAND, O., April 17.—Bob Fitz- 


simmons, the prize-fighter, barely escaped 
death in a most remarkable way shortly 
after midnight. Only by a hair's breadth 
did he escape electrocution, and as it was, 
received a severe shock and bad burns. 


On account of the warm weather the 


pet lion Nero at the Rumpsey gymnasium 
was *«ken on to the roof of the building 
and there chained. 


Shortly afterward Fitzsimmons and 


Ernest Rocber, the wrestler, who were at 
the gymnasium, went to the roof with an 
attendant to visit the lion. The beast was 
erors and did not take kindly to the dis- 
turbance, and bounded forward into a 
mesh of electric wires. A shower of 
sparks followed as the lion's chain touch- 
ed the live wires. At the shock the lion 
epranp; forward again bringing his electri- 
fied chain tight across Fitzsimmons thighs. 


The pugilist received a heavy shock and 


fell to thereof floor, the lion bounding 
from the roof and hanging himself by the 
neck and so died. 


Fitzsimmons was removed to a hotel- 


and was dazed for an hour. He passed 
through a terrible ordeal and has the 
mark of the burns on both thighs.

LONDON, April 17.—The thief who stole 


the I. Townsend Burden jewels haa proba- 
bly been captured in this city. 


A man calling himself William Dunlap 


and described as the valet of William Tur- 
ner and said to be a footman was taken in 
custody by the police here yesterday- 
He stated that he had recently left the 
employment of a New York gentleman. 


In Dunlap's pockets were found dia- 


monds worth $15,000. A search of the 
room occupied by Dunlap and Turner re" 
vealed tbe possion of bracelets, tiaras, 
rings, scarf-pins, sets of diamonds and 
emerals and other jewelry valued at 
175,000. 


NEW YORK, April 17.—It appears from 


the above dispatch coupled with facts that 
have become known this morning that 
Turner and Dunlap were formerly ser- 
vants in the employ of I. Townsend Bur- 
den of this city, whose residence was 
robbed last Christmas night of jewelry 
valued at $60,000, the chief piece being a 
diamond necklace worth $20,000 and said 
to be the finest in the country. 


Nothing was ascertained of the thieves 


till the announcement today of their ar- 
rests. 
The London prisoners practically 


admit that they were formerly servants of 
Mr. Burden. The arrest is said to have 
been accomplished by the confession of 
one, though the fact was not made public 
till the thieves had sailed. Turner left the 
Burden residence seven weeks ago, Dun- 
lap only three weeks ago.

IMPORTANT TO CITY GOVERNMENTS IN 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


There is ji probability now that the leg- 


is iture will soon pass a law of vital im- 
p stance to all city governments in MaS'i- 
mhusctts. It proposes the referendum 
U-ature, or the power of legislation by 
direct vote for all city voters. 


At the time of the adoption of onr own 


city charter, the referendum feature, 
v hen proposed as an amendment to the 
first draft, was not considered in anticipa- 
tion of just such a general act by the legis- 
luture as is now likely to become a law. 


The bill provides that the right to pro- 


jiose ordinances for the government of 
any city in the state shall, in addition to 
being exercised by the city council, be 
vested in its voters. Such proposal shall 
lie written or printed, and shall contain 
the full text of the proposed ordinance, 
and to be mandatory, shall be signed by 
at least twenty-five per cent of the voters 
of the city, and at least ten of the persons 
signing the same shall make oath that 
they are themselves duly qualified voters 
nnd believe that the other signers are. 
Such proposal shol) be filed with the city 
clerk. 


If thirty percent of the voters request 


in such proposal that the proposed ordi- 
nance be submitted to the voters of said 
city, the city clerk shall submit the same 
at a special election. The city clerk shall 
cause proposals in which such request for 
•,ptcial election is not made to be submit- 
ted to a direct vote of the voters of the 
city at the first regular election held after 
t he lapse of thirty days Irom the filing of 
t he proposal. The special election refer- 
red to above shall be called by the city 


c lerk not less than thirty or more than 
sixty days from the filing of the proposal. 
If the city council be convened before 
Mich proposed ordinance can be legally 
submitted to direct vote, the city clerk 
'.hall present it to such body by filing a 
certified copy with the clerk thereof. And 
if it is not made law by the city council 
within thirty days, it shall go to the vot- 
ers. If the proposed ordinance is amended 
or altered by the city council, then the 
alterations or amendments shall be sub- 
mitted to direct vote. No ordinance for 
the governments of any city in the com- 
mon wealth shall go into effect until thirty 
days after the passage of the same. The 
city council may at any time by resolu- 
tion provide by submission to a direct 
vote for any measure introduced in it 
pending before it, or enacted by it.

So far as we are informed 
Ir. Wright has given no one any intima- 
ion that he has any thought of retiring 
rom public life at the end of his present 
erm. The fact is that there are some 
nen over the other aide of the mountain 
who are ambitious to go to congress and 
hey propose to knock out Mr. Wright, if 
hey "an. 
There it Dana Malone of 


Jreenfleld who is now in the state sen- 
-teard thinks that he should be called 
up higher. There is O. H. Merrick of 
lolyoke. Then there is Arthur S. Kneil 
of Weitfleld, who was formerly a mem- 
ber of the house and cut quite a swath, 
rheae gentlemen and others have their 
eyes on the seat now occupied by Mr. 
Wright. But Berkshire has the vote and 
f Berkshire stands by the congressman, 
e willberenominated. 
"The necret of the Union article of this 


morning which is accompanied by a 
picture of Mr. Wright is its desire to get 
Mr. Wright out of the way in favor of a 
man from the east side of the mountain. 
[t was for this reason that last fall the 
Union professed to feel that it was of the 
utmost importance to the councillor fight 
that was troubling the Republican party 
in the eighth district that Congressman 
Wriprht should at that time tell an axious 
public whether he intended to run for 
congress again this fall. But the Congress 
man kept his own counsel and we guess 
that he will keep it at this time. The 
Union will hardly be able to draw him 
oat by such smooth articles as that of 
this morning, for while it is smooth, it is 
also transparent in its purpose."

The famous old historic front of th' 


state house at Boston is in danger of the 
modern architectural vandalism 
tha 


seems too vulgar to value historic associa 
tion above tinsel and new marble. Thi 
whole commonwealth ought to rise up ant 
demand "hands ofl'" this historic piece o 
architecture. 
We desire to call the attention of our leg 
lators t-> their duty in helping defend th 
state house front. The people oppose it 
destruction, and if our representatives in 
Boston have not appreciation enough o 
the history and associations that cluster 
around those famous walls, that hav 
stood for more than a century and can 
stand for centuries more, then they ar 
Dot representative men and had bette 
not be representatives. We have no pa 
tieace for even a suggestion of replacini 
the Bulfinch iront, and here are some o 
the reasons: 


It is the achitectnral raaiterpieca o 


Charles Enliinch, a son of Massachusetts 
o:ie of the greatest geniuses in his profes- 
sion. 


It was built mor« than one hundred 


year= ago, and is one of the oldest and 
most hea'itiml public buildings ia Ameri- 
ca. 


Its corner store was laid July 4,1795, by 


that grand old revolutionary patriot, Gov. 
Samuel Adams, and Paul Revere was pre 
sent at the ceremony as the Master of the 
Grand lodge of Masons. 


It is the building in which Oovemoi' 


Ar.drevr did bis heroic work for the Union 
and it has been rendered historic by the 
official presence of Otis, Saltonatall, Mann, 
Everett, Quint-;-, Morton, Wilson, Clifford, 
Vinthrop, Rockwell, and thousands of 
other leading citizens. 


The good iaitb of the Commonwealth is 


pledged to the preservation of this build- 
ing. 
In 1SSJ, when the governor and 


council were authorized to report to the 
Bcxt general court "a plan for the use, 
occupation, and improvement for state 
purposes of lands in the vicinity of the 
state house, and for the removal, alteration 
or enlargement of any existing buildings, 
or the erection of any new building there- 
on,"it was expressly provided tha "the 
present state house, and particularly the 
southern iront thereof, be substantially 
preserved." If it had been known at that 
time that the erection of the annex, which 
»-as intended to save tUe Bulnnch State 
House, would ultimately become the 
Incans ot its destruction, the General 
Court would not have given the authority 
tet forth in the resolve. 


Every Legislature for the last three 


years has refused to allow the building to 
be deatroyjd. 


That was an important measure intro- 


duced into the lower house at Boston yes- 
day, 
regarding the production of coke 


and gas by the Whitney corporation. The 
capital stock of the proposed corporation 
is *5,000,000, and the cost of gas is to be 
only thirty-five cents per 1000 feet deliv- 
ered in the holder or to the distributing 
system. This corporation, if it is in- 
dorsed by the legislature, may mean the 
revolution of the gas business in Massa- 
chn^etts, especially in the eastern portion

THREE TO DIE TO-DAY 


Cruelties to Prisoners of War Re- 


sumed In Cuba. 


SIXTEO MORE 
AWAITING 
DEATH 


Other* Will Be Sent to Cento and Isle of 


fines—Even Women and Children 


Sailed Under Secret Order* aid 


Thrust Into Dungeons. 


Havana, April 17.—Captain-General 


Weyler, now that there seems no pros- 
pect of President 
Cleveland acting 


upon the resolutions passed by con- 
gress asking him to grant belligerent 
rights to the Cubans, is again indulg- 
ing in cruelties to prisoners of war and 
executions. To-day 
three 
Cubans, 


charged with rebellion and tried and 
convicted by a court-martial, are to ba 
shot to death in the Cabanas fortress. 
When the wives and children of the 
victims asked for permission to visit 
them before they met their doom they 
were refused. They will not be per- 
mitted to even have the bodies after 
death for burial. Of the thirty-two 
political prisouers now confined in 
Morro castle it is believed that at 
least half of them will be condemned 
to death either by shooting or garrot- 
Ing. Of the other half some will be 
sent to the penal colony at Ceuta and 
wthers to the Isle of Pines. It is not 
thought that anjr of them will be i e- 
leased, as it is the object of the author- 
ties to intimidate and terrorize all 
those who may at heart favor the 
cause of the insurgents or enlist in 
their, ranks. 


Even Women and Children Not Safe. 
Nineteen persons, mostly women 


and children, have been taken to 
Santiago de Cuba and placed in dun- 
geons in the jail. The charge against 
them is not known, as the arrest was 
made by soldiers acting under secret 
instructions. They were simply seized 
and carried off to prison. Maceo, the 
rebel commander, still continues west 
of the military line extending from 
Mariel to Majana. Slight attacks at 
different points and reported. Private 
advices says that in most cases the in- 
surgents were victorious, but the 
government colors all reports of en- 
gagements to suit its own ends. 


From Government Sources. 


The government has published the 


following alleged results of engage- 
ments with the enemy: Gen. Ruiz of 
San Andies de las Villas has captured 
the camp of the insurgents under Tor- 
res, the latter losing seven men killed. 
A column of Spanish troops near Lajas 
met an insurgent band and the latter 
lost nine killed and left behind them 
six rifles and a quantity of ammuni- 
tion. A detachment of Spanish troops 
under Col. Estruch, while skirmishing 
in the province of Santa Clara, has had 
a brush with the insurgents, three 
of whom were killed. Gen. Echevarria 
has been relieved of his command 
and is now in this city trying to ex- 
plain his inaction at the battle of Le- 
chuza to the satisfaction of the captain 
general. 
, It la understood that he 


claims to have acted as promptly as 
possible under the circumstances, and 
in view of the difficulties offered by the 
country his column had to traverse. 
Important letters to Gomez, Maeeo, 
Aguirre and other insurgent leaders 
show that it is estimated that the loss 
of property by fire In the district of Ar- 
temisa, province of Pinar del Rio alone, 
is 83,000,000. 


American Citizens Arrested. 


Alberto Jesus Diaz, 
a Baptist 


preacher of Havana, and his brother, 
Victoriano Diaz, both American citi- 
zens, have been arrested on the charge 
of having in their possession compro- 
mising papers referring to the insur- 
rection. The American consul general 
has reported the case to the state de- 
partment authorities at Washington. 


Baron de Grimm Dead. 


New York, April 17.—Baron de 


Grimm, who died in this city yester- 
day from a complication of pneumonia 
and kidney diseases, was well known 
as a cartoonist. He was born forty-one 
years ago in the Winter palace at St. 
Peterburg, his father being chief in- 
structor to the 
children of Czar 


Nicholas. He went to Berlin with his 
father in 1860, and was decorated for 
bravery during the Franco-Prussian 
war. He came to this country in 1884. 
He was one of the best known carica- 
turists in the country. 


The Boy Train Wreckers' Trial. 


Rome, N. Y., April 17.—Means will 


be taken to prevent the crowding of 
the court house here during the trial 
of the boy train wreckers, which will 
begin next Monday afternoon. As soon 
as the case is called the doors to the 
court house will be locked. The jurors, 
witnesses and reporters will nearly fill 
the court house, which will not accom- 
modate more than 300 persons. No 
women will be admitted.

J. G. Walker and the other members of 
the naval board charged with the 
preparation of plans for the new battle- 
ships which congress will authorize, 
have decided to make a personal in- 
spection of the workings of the battle- 
ship Indiana's armament to determine 
whether the arrangements of her bat- 
teries is faulty and whether necessity 
exists for making changes that will 
cause them to render better service 
without danger to the crew. 
The 


board will sail from Hampton roads, 
Va., on the battleship to-morrrw morn- 
ing and proceed in her to New York, 
making the examination enroute. The 
trip to New York is not to accommo- 
date the board, but to allow the Indi- 
ana to take on ammunition and stores 
and undergo some slight repairs at the 
Brooklyn navy yard. 


RECEIVE A HEAVY VERDICT. 


Dudley Porter and Others Win Their Suit 


Against James M. Slgafu*. 


Now York, April 17.—The ease of 


Dudley Porter of Haverhill, Mass., and 
others, against James M. Sigafus, in 
which the plaintiffs ask for $1,000,000, 
alleging that the defendant- misrepre- 
sented the character of a gold mine in 
Riverside county, Cal., which he in- 
duced them to buy, was concluded late 
yesterday afternoon in the United 
States circuit court, the jury returning 
a verdict for the plaintiffs in the sum 
of 8330,275. The defense was that the | 
alleged misrepresentation arose from I 
the incompetence or negligence of the 
expert and others whom the plaintiffs 
employed to inspect the mine. It was 
also alleged by the defense that the 
expert, Col. Eagan of California, had 
been made superintendent of the mine 
and had mismanaged it. A stay of 
judgment for thirty days was granted 
the defendant.

Washington, April 17.—The negro 


population of Washington yesterday 


j celebrated the thirty-fourth anniver- 
sary of the manumission of slaves in 
the District of Columbia, an event 
separate from the freedom granted un- 
der the general emancipation procla- 
mation of January 1, 18C3. 
A parade 


of military and civic organizations was 
the principal feature of the day. The 
route taken by the parade was over the 
principal streets of Washington, a 
detour being made into the White 
House grounds where President Cleve- 
land Reviewed it. 


Reorganization of the Army. 


Washington, April 17.—The senate 


committee on military affairs has or- 
dered a favorable report on the bill for 
the reorganization of the army. It 
provides for the enlistment of 30,000 
men, 
seven regiments of artillery, ten 


regiments of cavalry and twenty-five 
regiments of infantry.

ACQUITTAL BY A JURY HOT FINAL 


Will Be Charged with Murder In ttw 


Second Degree—The Case Unequalled 


In the Annals of Criminal Juris- 


prudence for It* Complications. 


New Haven, Conn., April 17.—The 


announcement that Dr. J. E. Lee of this 
city will be tried again for murder in 
the second degree in causing the death 
by malpractice of Maggie Schloss re- 
opens a case which, with that of hig 
alleged 
partner in the crime, Dr. 


\Vhitten, has hardly been matched in 
the country in its legal 
compli- 


cations. 
Both 
Lee and 
Whitten 


were first tried in the city court here 
and acquitted. Then Lee was tried in 
the superior court on a similar charge, 
involving' a second alleged crime and 
known as the "Miller case." He was 
acquitted by the jury, but the state's 
attorney, T. E. Doolittle, took the step 
unprecedented in this state of appeal- 
ing to the supreme court, which, to 
the surprise of many lawyers, ordered 
a new trial in a decision which was 
widely commented on throughout tho 
country. 
The chief ground of the 


higher court's finding was that the 
modified penalties of modern times 
justified a retrial after acquittal by 
jury in contrast with the practice of 
courts in earlier days, when penalties 
were very severe and when the courts 
consequently held that an accused per- 
son should not, after jury acquittal, 
be again imperilled. Next Lee was 
tried in, the Schloss case, the jury dis- 
agreeing. Now the Miller case has 
been nolled and 
Lee will again 


be 
tried 
on 
the' 
Schloss 
case. 


As for Dr. Whitten, the grand jury 
which indicted him testified that at 
did so by mistake, and this gave rise 
to a new set of complications. The case 
was carried to Judge Townsend of the 
Tnited States court on technicalities, 
and he found against the accused, and 
was sustrined on appeal by the United 
States supreme court. Now Dr. Whit- 
ten sues the estate of State's Attorney 
Doolittle, who died a few weeks ago, 
alleging malicious prosecution and de- 
ceit both in the grand jury proceed- 
ings and the extradition from Massa- 
chusetts. There have thus already 
been five trials before four separate 
courts, and two trials yet remain, with 
further possibilities of appeal. The 
various trials, reaching over two or 
three years and involving much expert 
testimony, have cost the state an im- 
mense sum, but have established in 
Connecticut the legal rule that acquit- 
tal by jury is not final. 


PEARY'S DETACHMENT. 


Said That the Explorer Does Not Con- 


template Another Arctic Expedition. 
Washington, April 17.-—Civil Engi- 


neer R. E. Peary, the Arctic explorer, 
has been detached from duty at the 
Brooklyn navy yard by orders issued 
by the navy department and placed on 
the waiting list. It is &aid at the de- 
partment that this action was taken 
at the request of Lieut. Peary and that 
his reasons for desiring the change are 
not known. An official of the depart- 
ment stated, however, that Lieut. 
Peary did not contemplate another 
Arctic expedition. 


A 8SOO.OOO Hospital. 


Pittsburg, Aril 17.—Henry C. Frick, 


chairman of the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany, will build a magnificent hospital 
for children on Squirrel Hill, within 
the next year, at a cost of 8500,000. 
The building will be erected on a plot 
of forty acres which Mr. Frick owns at 
Phillips and Forward avenues. The 
plot will be transformed into a private 
park and flower garden. The hospi- 
tal will be placed under the control of 
the Protestant Episcopal church. No 
money will be spared to make the in- 
stitution the best of its kind.
